This pro- 
perty was purchased with the ful} knowledgs of 
the people and offluinla. Bvowything: ‘was dono 
above-board, the name of the society and 
of the foreigners representing. the - society 
peing written in the deads, The deada were 
atamped by tho Magistrate, and prodlama- 
tions ieaued stating that wa rere going to build, 
The building was began, and continued till tho 
Magistrate ‘requosted us to csase work tom- 
porarily on acconnt ot the military examinations, 
when. work was stopped, and’ the property 
turned over to the Magistrate with the fall 
understanding that he was responsible for its 

. protection. Tho proporty had boon in possession 

of the Magistrate for over ten days bafora tho 
riot.

Obungking is situated at the confluence of 
two rivers, and-is oohflued landward for two or 
three miloa by gravos, Tho city in domzely built.

_o£ much concern to the mission, and the possi 
fe of the oity aud the suburbs were tholoigh- 
¥ examined during a search of a yoar’s duratio#, 

‘ No eligible proporty could bo scoured in tho 
city with the funds at our command, ‘The place 
finally purchased is located on the great road 
the capital of the provinces, and to the principal 
cities of Ssn-chuan, west of Chungking. At times 
of the day this road is thronged, and there aro 
alwaya people passing to and ro. A part of our 
mission is located in the city, where we expooted 
tocontinue the dispensary work in connection with 
the hospital,. As regards our building, I would 
simply say. that we were building one-story houses, 
12€t, from the foor-line to: tho eaves. When 
sorapleted the houses would have beon from LOft. 
to Lfp. lower than the. adjoining buildings ‘of 

- the Pei Shan Tang, a Chinese charitable tnsti- 
tation. One of the houses was built on thoslope 
of a hill, giving two basement rooms at tho low. 
erend. It eontained a hall Sit. by 12ft., two 
rooma 12ft. by 15ft.; and threa rooms Lott, by. 
12ft. Tho other house contained six rooms, two 
of which wore 14ft. by 20ft., and four rooms, in- 
oluding kitchen, 14ft. b 16ft,. In sack ease the 
hoight was 12ft. from the floor-line to the eaves, 
allowing for a cciling 10 foot high. 1t was at 
first proposed to use. an old Chinese house for 
one of the buildings, and the foundations wore 
dag with this in viow.

HONGKONG? 
In considering aachame for tho Formation 
ofa municipality in Hongkong one of be 
firat points to be decided would bethe limits 
{gf the inunicipality--whether it would 
<inelude the city of Victoria oaly, or take 
in also Kowloon and tho Poak. Tho out~ 
‘Iging villages. would of course be left 
to the sole care of ‘the Qulonial Govern- 
ment. ° This preliminary point sabtlod, 
there would next come the quastion of the 
rendjaatment af the positions of various 
officials whoge departments would bo alfeet- 
ad by tho oreation of the new body. First’ 
of these would como the Surveyor-Gonoral, 
the Colonial Surgeon, and the Superintend- 
ent ofthe Fire Brigade, In.most of the muni-] 
cipalities ut howe the Police Forsg is aubject 
to the Municipal Council, but situated as 
Hongkong ia it would probably not be con+ 
sidered advisable to interfere with thg pre:

League the NV. C. Daily News saya :—''Tf the 
ratio was not steady when gold ,was being 
produced in greater, and silver in emallor 
quantities ‘than now, it is certain that no 
passing of National Conventions and Acts of 
Paliament would make it ‘stendy when ailver 
wae baing produced in larger amounts’. than 
the, world wanta. « Closrly, -bi-metallism is 
not the way out of the diffeulties which our 
abundant silver is incumbering commerca 
with; indeed it sedms curtain. that its 
adoption would only mile our case worse 
by and bye thun.it is now.” Here there is 
évidently groat confusion of theught aud 
misapprehension of fact.” In the first 
place, thy difficultics of the present 
monetary crisis Go not arise from a 
superabundanco of silver, but. from 
a scarcity of gold. This has been ea- 
tablished as clearly asany proposition can bo, 


by examining whether bis dollar or rupeo will 
not go’ na far now aa it did ten or twolve 
Thoro can galy- bo one anawor to

wages are now being reduced. Thess are 
hard facts—not spoculative thoorios, Aud 
what is the conclusion to which they point? 
That the stock of gold in the world is not 
sufficient to meet the demands made upon 


to which our contemporary rofers avon the 
dollar and tnel exchanga used to show 
fluctuations of over 5 por cont, An ixolated 
exchange quotatian therefore proves nothing. 
What is required is ta'take ‘the ratio in’ the 
chief monetary cantras of the world, and we 
have tables which onable us to do so... It 
may be useful: togive thess tables showing 
tha fluctuations for the present century 
down to 1873. We-quate thém from 1

Tho Canton corrospondent of the N.C. Puity 
Newe writes, under date of the 27th ultimo:-— 
Thera appears to be something stirring in the 
pelitical utiaesplero, of an unpleasant nature.

1,800 cash, which is 20) cash less than usual. 
The ‘people thero have great difloulty to obtain 
a living, and marks of privation are plainly 
visible on their faces. It is undoubtedly the 
duty of tho Government to devise means for the 
relief of the unfortunate inkabitanta. but the 
troasnry is empty, sod the officials are powerless 
to render material assistance. Although the 
province has been supplied with rice shipped from 
Annam, Barmah, India, Japan, and Wubu; the 
price of rice is still very high, on account of the 
reat: aiflon}ty of-transpertation. The building 
of railroads from!Tonquin to Kwangsi would 
greatly diminish the miseries of the people in 
that province.

af x sharebroker, Mr. Rivington was for many 
years » contributor to the Shanghal papers, and. 
we boliove was for a-time on the stall of tho 
Courter. In 1876 ho contributed “to the. N.C. 
: Daily News coteral lettera on monotary qios- 
tions, and was one of the first in China to Tore. 
seo impending trouble in connection with the 
currency, advocating all through strongly bi- 
‘ metallio views, In 1879 Mr. Rivington joined 
in starting the Shanghai Mereury and acted ‘on 
editor until his death. His writingd displayed 
considerable originality and always great force, 
although ha generally knocked them off in'such 
8 harried and careless manner that their effect 
was detracted from through want: of polish, For 
the past five yoars‘or more Mr. Rivington had 
bonn in declining health, bat was pravionsly very 
‘robust and physically almost perfection, being’ 
+ spoken of as the best built man ia China. He 
was a son of onaof the late partners in the 
famans_and vory wealthy [High Church London 
publishing honse of Rivington & Co. Very 
few men have been more widely known in China 
arid wa are mire that ha must have died respected 
by fll in Shanghai. Ho took a. groat interost 
in-ninnly sports of all, kinds especially racing. 
He was a member of the Masonio Brotherhood.
